IS CARRANZA DEMAND

Consul Advises U. 8. of Contents
of Note Now En Route to
Washington—Troops Mov-
ing Gradually

PERSHING-GAVIRA TALK

WASHINGTON, May 27.— When
General Pershing goes into conference
with General Gavira, Carranza com-
mander, he will not discuss in any way
proposals for the withdrawal of Amer-
iean troops from Mexico. Secretary of
War Baker today announced that orders
to this effect had been given General
Pershing by General Funston.

In connection with the pending con.
ference General Funston today sent to
the department a report from General
Pershing, in which it was maid that
there were no signs of natives being
armed, and that at present the Mexican
forces are not so distributed as to an
tagonize the Americans. i

WASHINGTON, May 27.—Tha State De.
nartment has received its first oMeial In-
formatlion as to the probable tenor of the

new notk from Genernl Carranza, on lts
way here by specin]l messenger Specinl
Agent Rodgers, at Mexico Clty, reported

that, while he had bean unable (o oblaln
from Carranza officials any hint as to the
contents of the communiention, newspapers
In the capital, closely censored by the Fed-
eral Government, were printing statements
that it would demand Immedinte withdraw-
al of the American expedition,

While officials here believe the phrase-
ology of the note will be largely for Mex-
lean consumplion, designed to appease pop-
ular indignation over the presence of Unlted
States foroes In Mexieo, they hope General
Carranza has not gone ao far as to make
ann unqualified demand for withdrawal

Eliseo  Arredondo, Mexican Ambassador
Designate, Issued a statement todny de-
claring the Carranza Government was "do-
ing everytning in Its power to bring nego-
tintlons to & concluslon satisfactory to nll
parties and In a manner which will sacri-
fiee neither the pelf-respect nor the pride
af eithor nation.”

Genernl Funaton advised the War Depart-
ment that he had Ruthorized General
Pershing to hold a conference with General
Gavira, Carranza's chlef military ofMcer in
northern Chihunhun, General Gavira re-
quested the conference, to nrrange for closer
co-operation between the American and
